William Faulkner's novel, 
Fable,” not unexpectedly has 
spilled out of the book review 

sections into the 
columns of 
newspapers and 
nationally dis- 
tributed, mass 
circulation 
magazines. 
There is a 
sound reason 
for this. 
Basically, it 
is Faulkner and 
his ability to 
write creatively. Secondly, the 
book cries for compassion. 

Until I had read ‘‘The Fable’”’ 
I believed certain other novels of 
past months were outstanding. 
On reading ‘The Fable’ I 
thought of a symbolic Gulliver, 
not bound, but striding, with the 
novels which before had seemed 
tall, Lilliputians beside him. 
Those which before had read well 
now appear pedestrian and in- 
adequate. 

His novel is, 
legory. 

It reveals what, for want of a 
better phrase, must be called a 
new Faulkner. This is the Faulk- 
ner who was briefly revealed to 
us when he accepted the Nobel 
prize at Stockholm, Sweden 
about two years ago. He spoke 
then of the great dignity of man, 
and of how man would endure 
because he had a soul. This was 
a Faulkner speaking for all man- 
kind, and not merely for the 
South, or, even more restrictive- 
ly, for Yoknapatawpha County, 
Mississippi.

Allegory 


“A Fable’ takes an incident 
of the First World War, the mu- 
tiny of a French regiment, and 
creates of it a modern allegory 
of the Passion of Christ. 

All the major characters of 
Passion Week are reproduced in 
the agony of the first great war. 
. . . Peter, Judas, Mary and 
Martha, Mary Magdalen, even 
Satan himself. 

There are scenes, of course, 
which are, as some of the critics 
have said, difficult and unclear. 
But much of symbolism always 
has been complex. That of 
the Bible. in both the Old and 
New Testaments quite obviously 
has not been clear to all Chris- 
tians. Tolstoy's ‘‘War and 
Peace” also contains some 
murky passages. This book, too, 
is a book of war and peace, its 
basic theme being a symbolic cor- 
poral’s attempt to make men love 
God and also to love their neigh- 
bors as themselves. 

It startles one, somehow, to 
find Faulkner so plainly and 
strongly revealing his own great 
compassion for mankind, although 
we had notice of it at Stockholm. 


And if, as it seems, a part of 


the message of his allegory is to | 


say that the church today is not 
making mankind understand the 
place of compassion in our lives, 
who seriously could quarrel with 
him?

‘Never’ 


On the last page the symbolic 
corporal lies in a gutter, bat- 
tered, bloody and beaten by a 
mob. An old man thrusts his 
way through the crowd and lifts 
up the head of the wounded.man, 
The bloody mouth laughs at the 
ring of faces, and says: 

‘‘That’s right, tremble. 
going to die. Never.” 

And neither is compassion nor 
the soul of man. The mobs of pol- 
itics, of prejudice, of pressure 
groups, like those with rope or 
guns, never really win a victory. 

It is not an easy book. One of 
the maddening -demands of our 
times is that things be easy— 
books must be easy to read, the 
world problems must have an 
easy formula, and we are irri- 
tated with those who do not agree 
with us that they are easy; life 
must be easy; religion must be 
easy; human behavior is a mat- 
ter for psychiatry. 

Rackets are shrugged off as an 
inevitable part of government; 
politics is made easy by regard- 
ing it as a mechanism for corrup- 
tion and influence; and not of 
morality. The best man is neg- 
lected for the man who can win. 

There are reviewers who have 
condemnéd ‘‘The Fable’’ because 
it is not easy to read. It isn’t. 
It in part, very difficult to 
read. When one puts it down 
there are still questions in the 
mind. There are long sentences, 
some say; and some of the writ- 
ing forces one to think. This is 
ali true. It is also true that a 
book which forces one to think 
as one reads it, offends some 
persons who believe that all writ- 
ing should be escape stuff, easy 
to read, easy to forget.

lottery-ticket sell- 
ers by James E.

bling stamps were given a clean 
bill by the agents. 

Cumberworth said the 18 who 
produced the stamps were ‘‘the 
bosses of the racket.’’

President Dwight D. Eisenhower lost 
another political battle Sunday—when 
William Knowland’s faction won 
control of the GOP state committee in 
California. 

Defeated 
President Nixon. 

Sen. Knowland is 
out-and-out opposition man to the Presi- 
dent. He simply doesn't agree with him 
except on relatively rare occasions. He 1s 
against the Eisenhower foreign policy and 
nost of the presidential domestic policy. 
He just doesn’t think as does the Presi- 
dent. 

Vice President Nixon has thrown in 
with the Eisenhower program. He had to 
do so, but it now appears he really be- 
lieves in it, as he did not when he began.

Sen. Knowland basically is a Taft man 
in principle. The more progressive poli- 
tics of his native state prevented him 
from being a Taft man politically.

Secondly, it put the 
California senator in a powerful position 
to control the California delegation to the 
next presidential convention. 

Once again, however, it has been dem- 
onstrated that President Eisenhower is be- 
ing cut up by his own party factions.

For Rivers and Arnall 


A close check of state book stores like- 
ly would reveal that both former Gover- 
nors E. D. Rivers and Ellis Arnall have 
purchased copies of Shakespeare’s “Julius 
Caesar.” 

They both must feel like turning to 
Act Three, Scene One, where Caesar is 
stabbed by his old friend Brutus and, 
dving, speaks the famous line in which 
there is so much rebuke: “You, , too, 
Brutus!” 

Many persons have attacked both Mr. 
Rivers and Mr. Arnall, but for Candidate 
Marvin Griffin, so beholden to both, to do 
s0 is even more an “Et tu, Brute!’’ scene 
than that so dramatically conceived by 
Mr. Shakespeare. 

It was just a few years ago that Mr. 
Griffin was saying in a campaign speech 
that what the State of Georgia needed 
was more government of the type given it 
by Mr. Arnall. And it was only a few 
years before that event he was the execu- 
tive secretary to Mr. Rivers, the close 
confidant and friend. In fact, he cheer- 
fully admitted being the political creation 
of his best friend and chief, Mr. Rivers. 

But, now, it seems to be Mr. Griffin's 
judgment that it may earn him votes to 
denounce both. 

And so, of course, he does. Forgotten 
are the steps by which he did ascend. Un- 
remembered are the public assertions that 
he planned to give Georgia more of the 
Ellis Arnall-type government. Put out of 
the mind are the old days when he was 
Mr. Rivers’ crown prince. The old bene- 
factors and friends are sacrificed. The 
knife is raised and plunged. 

And if the Messrs. Rivers and Arnall 
exclaim, “Et tu, Brute!”’ they have reason.

Morocco, Thailand Are 


World’s Hottest Spots 


The fires of nationalism that present 
the danger of an Asia unified against the 
West exploded in Africa over the weck- 
end. Civil strife, rioting and determined 
resistance in Morocco servefi notice on 
France that her trouble did not end with 
the cease-fire in Indochina. 

Several of America’s key defense 
bases are in Morocco. We have spent mil- 
lions of dollars in building airfields there 
for any eventuality that might come. 
These bases are in danger. 

And yet the main trouble in Morocco, 
as it was in Indochina, is revolt of the na- 
tives against foreign rule. As in Indo- 
china, too, the situation is made to order 


for the Communists. French colonia] 
policy—a half-century behind that of 
Britain—is a most vulnerable spot in 


Western defenses. 

Meanwhile, as predicted, it now seems 
that Thailand is next in line for Commu- 
nist conquest in Southeast Asia. This 
peaceful and anti-Communist neighbor 
of Indochina already is being softened for 


the kill. Chinese Red saber-rattling is 
prophetic of the future. 

Thailand, the Red propagandists are: 
charging, is being used by the United 


States as a base for aggression against 
China. They charge further that the Chi- 
mese minority in that country is being 
persecufed. Remembering how Adolf 
Hitler us€d the latter as an excuse to ate 
tack Germany’s neighbors, the Red ag- 


gressors seem to have learned their les- 
sons well. 

The Asian countries have shown no 
will, at least for the time being, to co- 
operate in forming a defense pact with the 
United States as leader. They fear joing 
ing a coalition against the Chinese Come 
munists and distrust our motives. Their 
recent emergence from colonialism leaves 
them suspicious of the West. 

These countries—lIndia, Pakistan, 
Burma, Cevion, Indonesia—apparently are 
unaware of the threat to themselves. Thai- 


land is more alert becatse the aggressive 
Chinese Communists already are threat- 
ening 

The world struggle goes on. French 
colonialism, as practiced in the past, Is an 


unhappy phase of it. The future of the 
world depends upon which direction these 
colonial and former colonial areas go. 

This administration, as did the one be- 
has learned that force alone is not 
the answer. In the painful job ahead, the 
battle must be waged on all fronts. The 
choice hetween freedom and slavery will 
be made in the minds of the millions in- 
volved.

Into Fighting Robot, South Carolinian Says 


Columbia, S.C.—Re Harold Mar- 
tin's recent column on the incident 
at Fort Dix when a lieutenant and 
a sergeant allegedly made an en- 
tire company stand at attention 
in 90-plus heat for one hour: Mar- 
tin dismisses it as trivial. Perhaps 


he is accustomed to the sadistic 
humiliations thrust upon Army 
basic trainees. Rigorous training 


is necessary, he contends, in order 
to prepare properly for actual com- 
bat. Veterans I have conversed 
with assure me that a _ soldier's 
real combat training begins when 
he enters combat, and not before. 

Martin's contention that the 
Army does not wish to train its 
men to react as robots is ludicrous; 
his praise of the American fight- 
ing man’s Army-instilled ‘“‘initia- 
tive’ is superficial reporting of the 
most dangerous sort. Almost every- 
thing that is done in the Army has 
but one aim: to suppress an in- 
dividual’s independent thought and 
action. Its rigid regimentation at- 
tempts to transform a highly com- 
plex thinking machine into an au- 
tomaton who will respond to even 
the most asinine commands. 

As an ex-Marine, Martin should 
he cognizant of this. But maybe 
too much of the ‘‘gung-ho’’ spirit 
rubbed off on him. 

Albert Einstein's statement. in 
his “The World as I See It,” is 
comment enough on Martin's 
column: 

“That a man can take pleasure 
in marching in formation to the 
Strains of a hand is enough to 
make me despise him. He has only 
been given his big brain by mis- 
take; a backbone is all he needed.”

Ameri- 
can missionaries in Patna had 


sold him on the hospitality of 
America. 

Singh applied for admission at 
Auburn and was accepted. But 
before he left India, associates 
gave him a frightening picture of 
Alabama and the South. “Un- 
friendly,’’ they said, ‘‘discrimina- 
tory, undeveloped. You wont 
like it.’’ 

Singh came any way, but, he ad- 
mits, ‘‘with a frightened heart and 
gloomy mind.’’ That’s why he 
felt for that root which had been 
torn from its friendly environ- 
ment. * 

That’s why he was touched by 
the kindly professor whose hand 
placed the root where it could 
grow. That was the kind of hand 
that greeted him at Auburn. 

Singh got his bachelor’s degree 
in civil engineering at Auburn. 
Now he is at Georgia Tech doing 
graduate study in the-~ ‘design 
and construction of highways.’’ 

Rajendra Singh wants his 
friends to know how he feels 
about us over here. He came to 
the office the other day to ex- 
press himself enthusiastically 
about the way Alabamans and 
Georgians have received a stran- 
ger from half way ‘round the 
world. 

He says we have more than 
lived up to the’ missionaries’ 
promises. He has learned that 
the adverse talk back home was 
*‘hbaseless and false.’’ Americans 
are not unfriendly. They do go to 
church. They do entertain guests 
in their homes. They don’t make 
their own kinfolk stay in hotels, 
as he was told in Patna. Ameri- 
cans don’t turn their aged par- 
ents out in the street. Husbands 
and wives do love each other 
over‘ here. By no means are all 
American boys and girls juvenile 
delinquents. In fact, the Ameri- 
can family and the Indian family 
are much more alike than they 
are different. 

Singh came all the way from Bi- 
har to learn the truth. When he goes 
home,.he’ll not only build high- 
wavs for his state, but he will do 
some constructive work in build- 
ing friendships for the West.

You get the impression among 
these people of a yearning for 
peace, of war-weariness, with an 
undertone of unxiety about the 
nervous impulsiveness that they 
seem to sense in our American 
foreign policy. 

That brings up another simple, 
basic truth which strikes one here 
as it does, too, at home. This is 
the way foreign policy still is 
managed exclusively by so few— 
and with their decisions now so 
momentous in the atomic age. 

Yet you have the feeling that 
the yearning of the people here 
for a season of peace has gotten 
through to their leaders and im- 
pres d itself upon them. The 
parliamentary system appears 
more sensitive and responsive than 
ours. That undoubtedly explains 
the determination with which 
Anthony Eden worked to get a 
peace in Indochina, as it surely 
explains Sir Winston Churchill's 
earnest desire for some rapproche- 
ment with Soviet Russia that he 
expressed so frankly at the press 
luncheon on his visit to Washing- 
ton with Mr. Eden a few weeks

Envy easily becomes covetousness

for himself, displeased by his 
failure to succeed. He may fi- 
nally lose all faith in himself. 

Second, unable to keep up with 
the Jones, he may plot their de- 
struction. Greed and avarice may 
lead him to discredit his neighbor 
who owns more. He begins first 
by questioning the way in which 
his neighbor succeeded. Then he 
spreads gossip and this leads to 
slander and malicious lies. 

Or, third, covetousness may 
result in the physical destruction 
of the successful neighbor's prop- 
erty or even to the theft of those 
things coveted. 

Generations after Moses, the 
writer of Hebrews counseled: 
‘Let your conversation be with- 
out covetousness,”’ or as the 
American ‘Translation puts it: 
“You must not be avaricious.” 

The writer is thinking of the 
early Christians who had denied 
all to follow Christ. At times they 
must have compared their. pov-

mous ‘‘instant massive retaliation” 
policy by a reporter's question. He 
wrote it out carefully and deliv- 
ered it after some deliberation to 
the Council on Foreign Relations 
in New York. 

Nevertheless, there seems to be 
growing evidence that the admine 
istration has now begun to reaps 
praise itself as well as the allies, 

There is, too, a greater emphasis 
here than in many months on the 
economic problems of security.

Panel Asks 


ConferenceTo 
Isolate Reds

WASHINGTON, Aug. 9—A com- 
mitte eof the House of Represent- 
atives today urged President Ei- 
senhower to call a conference of 
all free world nations, looking to 
a-complete diplomatic and trade 
break with Communist nations. 

The Committee on Communist 
Aggression said in an interim re- 
port that peaceful co-existence— 
which President Eisenhower has 
called the hope of the free world 
—was a ‘“‘Communist myth.” 

Such a policy would be fatal to 
the free nations, the committee 
said. It would merely provide the 
Communist world with a smoke 
screen to gain time for develop- 
ing their economic and military 
resources into an “‘irresistible’’ 
striking force, the group warned. 

One way to ‘“‘win the cold war,’’ 
therefore, the committtee§ said, 
would be for the President to take 


the initiative and call a confer- 
ence of all non-Communist na- 
tions. 


The group said the conference 
would have these purposes: 

1. To seek agreement for a 
concerted withdrawal by free na- 
tions of diplomatic recognition of 


all Moscow-controlled govern- 
ments. 

2. To reaffirm the friendship 
and solidarity of the people of 


the free world with the people and 
nations enslaved by communism. 

3. To develop a program for the 
complete end of all commercial 
treaties and trade with Com- 
munist governments and the start 
of a program of trade among the 


free nations to strengthen their 
security. 
4. To work out an overall pro- 


gram for the defeat of the inter- 
national Communist conspiracy. 
The proposed international con- 
ference was one of six recom- 
mendations made by the nine- 
member committee after — six 
weeks of testimony from more 
than 100 witnesses in Chicago. 
New York. London, Munich and 
Berlin. The group is ‘headed by 
Rep. Charles J. Kersten (R.Wis).

Second, a stirring run across the 
National League stage in New York was considerably encouraging.

This was when Joe Adcock invited a skulling 
by striking four home runs in a day’s work. They moved 
over to the Polo Grounds and struck the Giants dumb three 
times in a rew. This naturally is the kind of pickup tonic 
that gives a manager new courage, and Grimm, the eternal 
optimist, caught the scent of a pennant in his sensitive nostrils. 

It was proper that he maintain discreet silence until some- 
thing had been done about Antonelli, the rich bonus boy who had 
heen sacked up and dropped on New York in the Thomson trade.

The Ailanta Board of Educa-|! 
tion Monday night demanded 
that the Fulton County Demo 
cratic Executive Committee re- 
lease plans it reportedly has for 
consolidating the Atlanta and Ful- 
ton County governments § and 
school systems before the Sept

J. Austin Dilback, chairman of 
the board's building and grounds 
committee, offered the measure 
attacking a referendum he said 
the committee has voted to place 
on the ballot as a ‘“‘pig in a 
poke.” 

That touched off a charge of 
“board politics’’ by Board mem- 
ber A. C. (Pete) Latimer. When | 
the vote was taken five members 
voted for the Dilbeck measure 
and Latimer, P. L. Bardin and 
Dr. Rufus Clement, voted against 
it 

The Dilbeck resolutions said it 
would he “impossible to make 
an intelligent decision as to how 
fo vote knowing the 
terms and provisions... at least 
so far as such plans affect the 
school systems of such govern- 
ments.”’

It directed that copies of the 
resolution be made available to 
PTA groups in the’ various 
schools for their consideration, 
and to ‘‘such other persons and 
associations aS may desire to 
have a copy hereof.’

Ltimer contended that the Lo 
eal Government Commission, 
which promulgated the Plan of 
Improvement, provided for a 
future expression on the possi- 
bility of consolidating the two 
governments.

Tray Patent 


Inventing must be the most satisfying occupation in the world 
for inventors, unlike the rest of us, are both dreamers and doers, 
Most of us devote some part of each day to cursing things as they 
are, to wailing piteously, ‘‘Why doesn’t SOMEBODY do some- 
thing about this?”’ It’s usually the little, maddening thing that 
brings the loudest cry from us—ice trays that fight back, plumb- 
ing that groans and sings, cake pans that are guaranteed not to 
stick but do. 

Only the inventive ones among us see the nagging little im- 
perfections and set about righting them. And there are a lot of 
sometime, part-time inventors about. 

William Elwood Bowen is the latest I’ve heard about. 

Mr. Bowen is not in the least mechanical minded. Hé is a 
tall, quiet bookish fellow who spends considerable time traveling 
for the Norfolk-Southern Railway, persuading big companies with 
freight to ship it on his line. 


When he is not on the road he and his wife, Audrey, like 
puttering around their house and yard at 1784 Alvarado Ter., 


SW. The job of keeping the house painted Is one every three- 
year horror for Mr. Bowen. Not that he minds painting. He 
rather enjoys it. But the mid-air battle with buckets and brushes 
always got him down. If he joggled the ladder he sloshed paint. 
If be hung the paint bucket to a rung of the ladder by a hook, 
as the pro painters do, both the hook and the bail of the bucket 
were in his way when he dipped his brush in. 


There ought to be some way, he reasoned, of having the paint 
bucket and a few tools attached to the ladder without all that 
joggling and sloshing. 


For weeks the problem engrossed Mr. Bowen and he experi- 
mented a bit here and there with shelves and racks attached to 
the ladder. Finally he came up with something which suited him 
exactly. It’s a metal tray which can be adjusted to any ladder 
rail with a disc attachment which keeps the tray steady no 
matter how wiggly the ladders gets. 


When he had it finished Mr. Bowen was so pleased with his 
handiwork he decided to get a patent on it and perhaps manufac- 
ture a few for other frustrated home painters. Then he found 
what most other sometime inventors learn, the Patent Office 
has a chip on its shoulder! You have to have something pretty 


good and you have to present it in a pretty impressive manner 
before they're interested. 


“I never made a mechanical drawing in my life,’’ Mr: Bowen 
said. ‘‘But I had to have some and I kept working at it until I 
got these ink things that make it look a lot more complicated than 
it is. They were pretty nice. They made some suggestions and I 
worked the thing over and now ,.. .”’ 

Well, now the Bowen ladder tray has a patent with a num- 
ber—and any day manufacturing can begin. But that’s a for- 
midable enterprise for a bookish home handyman and the Bowens 
have no immediate plans for becoming ladder tray tycoons. 

*“‘We'll make some, of course,”’ he said quietly. “I guess we'll 
start where the thi#g started in the first place—in the backyard.”

THEORY IS TESTED

104 mothers drink at least six 
pints of fluid a day while in the 
maternity ward and continue this 
at home.

Pulp Firms Plant 
42 Million Pines 


By JIM MONTGOMERY 

Georgia's pulp and paper industry, so dependent on the 
state's abundant pine forests, can never be accused of short- 
sightedness. 

Although it daily consumes enormous quantities of wood, 
this industry zealously replaces each cord 

Future need outranks temporary expediency. 

This is nowhere more evident than in Georgia, which can 
boast the second largest pulp and paper industry tree planting 
program in the entire South. 

On the basis of reports received by the Southern Pulpwood 
Conservation Assn. in Atlanta from 15 pulp mills and 15 pulp- 
wood dealers, more than 42.3 million trees were planted in Geor- 
gia by the industry during the 1953-54 planting season. 

Only in Florida did the industry's activity exceed that in this 
state. and then by barely two million trees. 

Significantly, the industry’s plantings in Georgia in the past 
year outnumbered those of 1952-53 by more than 13.5 million. "A 
commendable achievement,’’ according to the pulpwood associa- 
tion. 


~ 


Who supplied these trees? Nearly 40 million of them were 
purchased from the state nursery by 15 industrial firms in 
Georgia, Florida, Tennessee and the Carolinas. 


These include the Armstrong Cork Co., 
Paper Co., Gair Woodlands Corp.,. Macon Kraft Co., The Mengel 
Co.. Bayonier Inc., Rome Kraft Co., St. Mary's Kraft Corp., 
Union Bag and Paper Corp., Bowaters Southern Paper Corp., 
Champion Paper and Fibre Co., West Virginia Pulp and Paper 
Co., Container Corp. of America, International Paper Co. and 
St. Regis Paper Co. 

The remaining 2.5 million were supplied by pulpwood dealers. 

The industry planted 30,682 acres of its own lands and con- 
tributed enough trees to small landowners to plant another 11,681 
acres. 

It is well that the industry itself has seen fit to organize 
such a broad program. It is of great importance to the ecenomy 
of Georgia, so closely related to and dependent on its forests 
and forest industries.

The wire- 
tapping right was one of the prin- 
cipal requests made of Congress 
by the administration in its fight 
against the Communist conspir- 
ACY. 


The House passed a bill April 


§ to make such evidence admis- 
sible, but not in the way the ad- 
ministration wanted it. Complete 
authority for such wiretaps was 
sought for the attorney general. 

The House provided that the 
final authority come only from 
federal judges. The attorney gen- 


eral, however, would figure in 
recommendations for court ac- 
tion.

But it must be said 
on his behalf that it was a mere 
guess. Most players would have 
made the winning guess in this 
situation inasmuch as West has 
already shown up with the king 
and queen of hearts.

However, declarer need not 
have subjected himself to this 
guess. Running the diamonds was 
an act which declarer had per-| 
formed prematurely. After cash- 
ing only two diamonds declarer; 
should temporarily abandon the 
suit in favor of taking the club 
finesse to the queen. (At best, | 
only one discard is available and 
declarer will ultimately come 
round to the club finesse any- 
how.) In this way he retains an 
entry to dummy for future use. If 
the club finesse should lose de- 
clarer reenters dummy with a 
diamond and attempts to run the 
suit. When this fails to come off 
he is in position to try another 
club finesse and thus affords him- 
self every possible chance for 
success, 

Observe that on -proper han- 
dling of the dummy, declarer can 
win all 13 tricks.
